Dr. Harry W. Myers 
Tells Experiences 
Life In Jap Prison 
He Served For 45 Years 


As Missionary In 
Japan 


Dr. Harry W. Myers, Presbyer- 
ian ‘evangelist who served for 45 
years as míasicnary In Japan, told 
of hís work in that conutry and 
the treatment he received after tho. 

ttack on Pear! Harbor to a ca- 
pacity audience-at the First Bap- 
tist Church Wednesday night. 

Dr. Myers was arrested on Dec. 
8 and placed in a detention prison 
where he was allowed to read books 
and received fair treatment except 
for suffering from the cold and 
monotonous food. He was not al- 
lowed. however, to communicate 
with his wife until he went on a 
hunger strike. 

After three months st the de- 
tention prison he was taken to 
a: police jail to answer the«faked 
charges, first, of concealing: as- 
sets, second, of speaking evil of the 
Japanese army after the rape of 
Nanking and third, of being a spy. 
Although 68 years of e Dr. 
Myers was grilled daily 2 the 
month he spent at the, jl and 
was slapped,. threatened — with 
shooting abd maltreated in the 
usual manner used by.Jap police 
when they try to force a confession 
from a.prisioner. ^ 

After a month of this the Japs 
dropped the spy charge and su 
marily sentenced him to. seven 
months ín solitary confinement at 
the Osaka'peniténtiary -on the 
other two charges., Héré Dr..My- 
ers  refelved treatment — that 
strained the limits of human en- 
durante. He was placed in a 
small.cold, damp cell witir one 
small quilt servihg as both bed. 
ding and cover. His feet, con- 
stantly chilled by, the cold weather, 
became infecfed and Bad it not 
been for a kind-hearted prison 
doctor who treated them, he would 
håve frobably-losf both feet in the 


[rame manner a» the newspaper 


man, J. B. Powell, who returned to 
America on the same boat. 

At the Osaka prision Dr. Myers 
fought constantly io keep intact 
the three things most precious to 
him, namely, healtié.sanity and 
faith. He kept.his mind 
engaged'in all kinds of mental 
gymnastics to Keep from thínking. 
of his plight and in.the blackness 
of the nights when gnawing worries 
became most insistent he always 
found peace and restfulness by 
reciting the 102: Psalm over and 
over again. 

On June 6 Dr. Myers was re- 
lessed from the Oska prison 
through the éffortt of two Jap. 
anese Christia friends who in- 
terceded with ‘the minister
